Since Jast December the 
number of men employed ‘in 
manufacturing has dropped 
Ly half a million. ° ’ 


The average work | week ' 
has fallen to 89.7 hours. 
Not since the middle of L954 
has it been so low and there 


‘Thave been times in recent 


years when work weeks 
have avernged a3 much as 
40 hours. 


There are two réasons behind 
the slowdown, one 
the other probably permanent. - 


The temporary force at wortc 
ig tho pressure of accumulated 
inventories, - Warchouses. and 
vacint lots are full of cars and 
domestle appliances. 


Dealers are, therefore, cutting 
back their orders and manufac- 
turerg are feeling the pinch, The 
build-up was due larg¢ly to the. 
‘fact. that dealers overestimated 
the strength of public demand 
ond manufacturers expandtd ° 
too fast,
